Tho Department of State. 


All tariff negotiations, so vital to our 


commerce and industry, and the duty 
of jealously guarding the equitable and 
•just treatment of our products, capital 
ind Industry abroad devolve upon the 
department of state. 


The efforts of that department to so- 


cure for citizens of the United Slates 
oqual opportunities in the markets of 
the world and• to expand American 
commerce have boon most successful. 
Tho volume of business obtained In 
new Holds of competition and upon 
now lines Is already very great, and 
congress Is urged to continue to sup- 
port the department of state In its en- 
deavors for further trade expansion. 


An Instrumentality indispensable to 


the unhampered and natural develop- 
ment of American commerce is mer- 
chant marine. All maritime and com- 
mercial nations recognize the Impor- 
tance of this factor. The greatest com- 
vjiuerelnl nations, our competitors, jeal- 


• liusly foster their merchant marine.

These figures do not include tho ap- 


propriations for tho Panama canal, the 
policy in respect to which ought to be 
uiid is to spend as much each year as 
can be economically and effectively ex- 
pended in order to complete the canal 
as promptly as possible, and there- 
fore the ordinary motive for cutting 
down the expense of the government 
/loes not apply to appropriations for 
this purpose. 
Jt will be noted that the 


estimates for the Panama canal for 
the ensuing year are more than ?y(J,- 
000,000, an increase of 520,000,000 
over the amount appropriated for this 
year, a difference due to the fact that 
the estimates for 3012 include some- 
thing over §19,000,000 for tbe fortifica- 
tion of the canal. 


Against the estimates of expendi- 


tures, $G30,4H013.12, we have esti- 
mated receipts for next year $GSQ,- 
000,000, making a probable surplus of 
ordinary receipts over ordinary ex- 
penditures of about ?uO,000,000, or, 
taking into account the estimates for 
the Panama canal, which are §50,020,- 
847,09 and which, wttl ultimately be 
paid in bonds, it will leave a deficit 
for the next year of about $7,000,000 
if congress shall conclude to fortify the 
canal. The cost of the fortifications 
Is about $10,000,000. Should there b« 
no appropriations this year for fortifi- 
cations then there would be, even in- 
cluding (hu Pniuuiia canal appropria- 
tion, u surplus of about §12,000,000. 


It Is not essential to the preventing 


of smuggling that customs districts 
should be increased In number.

Revenues. 


As the treasury department Is the 


one through which the income of tb 
government Is collected and its expend- 
itures are disbursed this, seems a 
proper place to consider the operation 
of the existing tariff bill, which be- 
came a law Aug. 0, 1000. 
As an in- 


come producing measure the existing 
tariff bill has never been exceeded by 
any customs bill In the history of the 
country. 


Tlie corporation excise tax, propor- 


tioned to the net income of every busi- 
ness corporation in the country, has 
worked well. The tax has been easily 
collected. 
Its prompt payment indi- 


cates that the Incidence of the tax has 
not been heavy. It offers, moreover, 
an opportunity for knowledge by the 
government of the general condition 
and business of ail corporations, and 
that means b3" far the most important 
part of the business of the country. In 
t he original act provision was made 
for tbe publication of returns. 
This 


provision was subsequently amended 
by congress and the matter left to the 
regulation of the president. I have di- 
rected the issue of the needed regula- 
tions and have made it possible for the 
public generally to know from an ex- 
amination of tho record the returns of 
nil corporations the stock of which is 
listed on any public stock exchange or 
is offered for sale to the general pub- 
lic by advertisement or otherwise. The 
returns of those corporations whose 
stock is not so listed or offered for 
sale are directed to bo open to the in- 
spection and examination of creditors 
and stockholders of the corporation 
whose record is sought. 
The returns 


of all corporations are subject to the 
Inspection of auy government officer or 
to the examination of any court, in 
which the return made by the corpora- 
tion Is relevant and competent evi- 
dence. 


The Payne Tariff Act. 


The schedules of the rates of duty 


in tho Payne tariff act have been sub 
jected to a great deal- of criticism, 
some of it just, more of it unfounded, 
and to much misrepresentation.

act was adopted in pursuance of a 
declaration, by the party which is re- 
sponsible for it that a customs bill 
should be a tariff for the protection 


j of home industries, the measure of the

In order to avoid 
criticism of this kind In the future and 
for the purpose of more nearly conform- 
ing to Ihe party, promise congress at Its 
last Kcssii.ni made provision at my re- 
quest for the continuance of n hoard cre- 
ated .under the .authority of the maxi- 
mum and minimum clause of the tariff 
bill and authorised this board to expend 
the moiiej' appropriated under my di- 
rection for the ascertainment of Ihe 
cost of production at home and abroad 
of the various articles Included In the 
schedules of tho tariff. 
The 
tariff 


board thus appointed and authorised 
hag been diligent In preparing itself for 
the necessary Investigations. The hope 
of those who have advocated the use 
Of this board for tariff purposes Is that 
the question of the rate of a duty Im- 
posed shall become more of a business 
question and lesa of a politlc.il ques- 
tion, to be ascertained by experts of 
long training and accurate knowledge.

canal without suggesting as a wise 
amendment to the interstate' commerce 
law a provision prohibiting interstate 
commerce railroads from owning or 
controlling ships engaged In the trade 
through the Panama canal. 1 believe 
such a provision may bo needed to 
save to the people of the United States 
the benefits of the competition in trade 
between the eastern and western sea- 
hoards which this canal was construct- 
ed to secure.

Kennedy did not deny that he was 


a deserter. He first said that he had 
secured work in Manchester and had 
intended to "-emaiii there, but later 
said he was arranging, to go else- 
where on the very day the officers 
nabbed him. 
He expressed regret 


that he had not fled the evening be- 
'ore, as he had first planned to do. 
The several -stories he told differed 
so much that the' police gave his 
statements little credence. 


Immediately after the arrest Chief 


H«aley wrote to Captain Uberr.o'.h 
of the Gresham, informing him of 
Kennedy's capture and asking if he 
should be held for the U. S. author- 
ities.. 


It would appear that the letter was 


opened by some agent of the captain 
after he had sailed and that the con- 
tents of the letter were communicat- 
ed to him by wireless, for he was far 
out at sea when he made his reply, 
It was as follows:
